To Attend Hundred and Fif- 
tieth Anniversary of College 

LARGE ENROLLMENT 



Close to Fifty Thousand Stu- 
dents Registered in Various 
Departments 

Columbia University, New York 
City, celebrates its hundred and fif- 
tieth Anniversary "ot the end ot this 
month. Sir .\rlhur Curric will bo tho 
.McOlii repr.:sent;itive at tho anniver- 
sary ceremonies. 

Columbi.i University is one ot li;e 
oldest and most important of the 
higher institutions of learning In the 
United States. It Is located on Morn- 
Ingside Helfftits, in the heart of New 
York City. Columbia, embraces, Col- 
umbia College, fouâdèd as Kin,~s Col- 
lege in 1ÎÎ4; a school o.' .Medicine 
(tiie College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons) founded in 1T6T and a school 
of Law, founded In 1S58, besides many 
other departments. 

Klnsa College opened under the 
presidency ot Dr. Samuel Johnson 
with 11 i-lass of eigiil sUuieius and l!io 
first Commencement waj iiold on 
June 21, ITiiS. During tho Kcvolution- 
ary War activities wcro suspended al 
llie college duo to tho building.-t being 
iiti!i;:cd for military purposes. In 191:1 
l'y the order ot tho Supreme Court ot 
the Slalo of .N'cw Yo;k tiio corporate 
lltie was ciiangeJ la "The Trualocs ot 
Columbia.

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SUMMER WORK 

\0 WHAT cxlcnl should stucionls concorh thcinsolvcs willi and 
take part in Ihe affair.s of the outsidi^ world? This ques- 
tion was put to a recent gathering of university students repre- 
senting nearly all the colleges of Ontario and Quebec.

Members of the Faculties of Science and Medicine have still 
another viewpoint of the summer work question, often in addi- 
tion to' the necessity of earning money. For these men, practi- 
cal e?rpcriencc in the lines of work for which they are training 
is an integral p^n of their course, and they would find difficul- 
ty in obtaining their degree if they had not done at least the pre- 
scribsd amount of ])rai.iical work. The Meds arc in and out of 
the hospitals daily in their upper years, and most of thenvjiut 
in a'*sumnier or iïwo at the same work. Student miners andTeh- 
gineers cannot be in such close touch with their life's job during 
ths session, but they all make up for it in the summer by band- 
f^^'Oliig-ir sliôvel or a surveyor's chain. • 

Probably many student workers have no one motive in tak- 
ing a job. Many who :ire not seriously pressed for money would

ISTORY r.!ijeaiK itself and .so do .students' slogan;;. T)is 
lew words printed above were on the lips of men who are 
probably our grandfathers. Like father, like son may be all very 
well but the younger generation does not like being in the same 
atn\osphere that pervaded in days of yore. The myth of the good 
old days has been exploded and the present is quite good enough 
and suits admirably for the pi-eseiit group of students. 

In spite of students being ultra-modern /they have not ad- 
vanced one step further than they, in the 75*s, who said "When 
are we going to have student dorniitoi'ie.s ?" True it is not their 
fault that they have to reiterate an old slogan but it is eijually 
as potent now as then. But what would have been ample accom- 
modation for the past generations of students would be entirely 
inadequate for the pi-e.sent needs. Col. J3ovey told u.s ]a.st night 
that even in his time, wliicli we construè to have been not so very 
Jong ago, there were but fifteen in the graduating year. 

Although the times and nuniljei's have changwl con.sidcral^ly 
the question of student dormitories is still as young as evei'. Jt 
may be all very well to .say that you known so and so becau.se 
you went to college with him, but could you live with liiin. That 
is the crucial teat. Hov/evcr strong may be tlie cohesion that 
exists in our university it cannot compare with thoèe in which 
the student.s aie resident. Boarding schools and j)i*ep schools 
Jiave long been cognisant of the virtue ot getting boys to live to- 
gether, and the attitude which the residents hold to tlic town 
boys is not altogether snobbery. 

At McGill there is only a fair proportion of .students who 
may be called resident. We refer now to tliose I'oi tu/iatc enough 
to live in groups in fraternity house/? and theological colleges 
around the campus. In such in.stitutioiiK there is some modicom 
of corporate life, and concerted action can be directed in any 
specific iii.stancc by appealing to the traditions of the house. 

Tiiis not to suggest that when the student dormitories do 
actually appear that they take the form of theological colleges 
nnd fraternity houses. Rather should they be such buildings as 
are imagined as dormitories and can be adaptable to students. 
M&y the- sjpirit of our forefathers be earned to a successful end.
